PARIS, Jan. 28 (AP>— 

Iranian Premier Shahpour 
Bakhtiar was expected here 
from Tehran Monday morn- 
ing even though Ayatollah 
Khomeini refused again Sun- 
day to meet him unless he 
resigns flirt. 

Official French sources said 
Bakhtiar was- due here at 
9:15 ud. The news came only 
hours after- Khomeini strong- 
ly reiterated his demand for 
Bakbtiar's resignation and at 
foe end of a day which saw 
the worst anti-government riots 
' to hit Tehran in months, 

Bakhtiar 's scheduled arrival 
in Paris hashed to some spe- 
culation that be might be 
coming here to resign. He has 
been under tremendous pres- 
sure from Khomeini's suppor- 
ters to do so, and Sunday's 
. Tehran rioting-— which claimed 
more than 20 lives — added to 
that pressure. 

The French weekly, "Jour- 
nal de Dima ache," reported 
Sunday there may be a deal 
arranged by which Bakhtiar 
would step down and then 
bi, appointed prime minister 
by Khomeini. 

Khflmeini has said Bakb- 
liar'a government is illegal 
because it was appointed by 
'the Shah, who left Iran ai- 
mort two weeks ago for . an 
extended vacation from which 
many observers believe he 
will never return. 

Bakhtiar would not com- 
ment on the speculation about 
his trip to Paris, but has sche- 
duled a news conference for 
Monday mbming in Tehran, 
at which he said he would 
answer -all Questions. 

In Tchia©' foe i official Pare 
News. Agency, -pur the death 
toll front Sunday's riots at 
27 and said 300 were wound- 
ed. Earlier official reports 
said 18 were killed and some 
200 were wounded — 100 of 
them seriously enough to re- 
quire hospitalization. 

Riot troops opened fire as 
thousands of demonstrators 
took to foe streets to ‘chant, 
“Death to Bakhtiar." Violent 
dashes were observed in the 
enddtown area around Fer- 
dowsi Square and near Tehran 
University, a hotbed of dis- 
sent where at least nine per- 
sons died and 30 others were 
wounded in dashes on Fri- 
day. 

Clouds of black smoke rose 
from rubber tires burning a- 
the cent a of intersections to 
obscure the demonstrators and 
ward off attacks. 

Renewed violence was also 
reported from foe Caspian 
Sea town of Rasht, where five 
persons died and 10 others 
were wounded in clashes Sat- 
urday, state radio reported. 

Associated Press newsman 
Thomas Kent reported from 
the capital's Esfaud Square 


foot troops had opened up 
with heavy machine guns us a 
battle developed around a po- 
lice station in tbe square. 

Screaming rioters dove 
for cover and bullets slammed 
into buildings above their 
heads. Some demonstrators 
were wounded by ricochet. 

Ambulances with flashing 
red lighte raced in relays 
between the square and bos- 
pkaL 

After giving the initial toll, 
a hospital official said the 
wounded were being brought 
h with such frequency that 
"we’ve loss count.*' 

Another AP newsman. Ro- 
bert. Reid, reported from tbe 
Esfand area that he witnessed 
five demonstrators hit by bul- 
lets. As each demonstrator 
was shot, the cry of “death 
to Bakhtiar" rose from de- 
monstrators cowering in door 
ways. Seif-appointed medics 
ran at a crouch into me 
street to drag the wounded 
out of foe line of fire. 

The mood of the demons- 
trators alternated between 
screaming defiance and sluq- 
ced silence as the carnage 
continued. 

Snipers also appeared to 
have opened tip from perches 
on rooftops. 

Near the university, rioters 
moved three city buses into 
the streets as barricades. One 
ot the buses was set aflame 
when demonstrators hurled 
firebombs at it. 

Some of the flaming mis- 
siles were thrown toward the 
soldiers but missed their in- 
tended marks. Troopers res- 
ponded with machine gun 
fire. 

One of the dead' ai Pahla- 
vi Hospital was a soldier shot 
in foe stomach. Doctors said 
another soldier had been 


wounded and was in surgery. 

The dead soldier shot him- 
self after nming hk 

Colonel# doctors told news- 
men. But Uus could not be 
confirmed. 

Most victims had been hit 
iu foe upper part of the body 
or the head, indicating, the 
soldiers were shooting to kill, 
the surgeons said. 

Five of the wounded were 
in comas, one doctor said. 
Tbe wounded included a se- 
ven-year-old boy hit in the 

thigh 

Bakhtiar, appointed premier 
by the Shah shortly before 
foe monarch’s forced depar- 
ture, has twice ppcaponed foe 
planned arrival .of Khomeini. 

Khomeini wants lo return 
and set up an Islamic repub- 
lic, while Bakhtiar, backed by 
a minority of royalists and, so 
far, by the army, wants a par- 


liamentary democracy with 
(he Shah staying on as- a 
figurehead monarch. 

Bakhtiar said in a radio in- 
terview Saturday nigh'- he had 
ordered troops only to fire m 
foe air and use tear gas and 
water cannon* to disperse de- 
monstrators. A dose aide of 
(he premier said Sunday, *‘i 
am sure he did not order 
these shootings,." 

In Paris Khomeini said per- 
sonally Sunday he would not 
receive Bakhtiar unless Bakh- 
tiar first resigned his posu 

The 78-year-old religious 
leader told reporters and fol- 
lowers at his suburban Paris 
headquarters: 

"1 have said repeatedly foal 
foe deposed Shah was ille- 
gal. Tito parliament was iUe- 
eaL The government of 
Bakhtiar is illegal, and those 
who are illegal 1 will not ac- 
cept”

Algiers parley disbands 
Council of the Revolution 


ALGIERS. Jan. 28 (R) — 
Tbe congress of Algeria's sole 
party, the National liberation 
Front (NLFJ, announced Sa- 
turday ofght that the Cannes! 
of the Revolution, which ruled 
the country for almost 14 yeans, 
tuts been cKsbanded. 

Acting head of state Rabah 
•Baat made foe announcement 
•in a speech opening foe party’s 
first oongress, called to nomi- 
nate a successor to the late 
President Houari Boumedienne. 

The Council of the Revolu- 
tion, headed by Boumedienne, 
took power after the mtttary 
ooup of June 19, 1965, which 
■toppled Algeria’s first presi- 
dent, Ahmad Ben Betta. 

Bitat said members of foe 
council “bad the historic ho- 


nor to have ended foeir mission 
and to come before tbe con- 
gress as mediants of foe NLF." 

Besides nominating a new 
■presidential candidate, who wifi 
be confirmed in a national 
election on Feb. 7, the con- 
gress is to elect a new political 
leadership. 

A central committee of bet- 
ween 150 and 200 memibexs 
and a poUtbureau of up to 15 
members and five alternate 
members are expected to be 
appointed to replace foe coun- 
cil. 

The remaining eight of the 
original 26 members of the 
council are expected to be in- 
cluded in foe new leadership.

Many of the casualties were 
caused by flying glass as shop 
windows were shattered in 
the blast. Police said six peo- 
ple were seriously wounded.

WASHINGTON, Jail. 28 
(AP) — Tang Haao-pmg, the 
driving force in China's out- 
ward reach to the West, carne 
to the United States on Sun- 
day for talks wifo President 
Carter and a coast-to -coast tour 
that will draw foe most power- 
ful and foe most populous na- 
tions in foe world closer toge- 
ther. 

Teng departed Elmendorf 
Air Force Base Sunday for 
Washington and foe official 
start of his historic visit to foe 
United States. 

Tine vice premier’s silver and 
gray Boeing 707 touched down 
in Alaska for a 90-minute re- 
fueling stop before taking oft 
again at 1359 GMT. Teng 
Whs to have arrived at Andrews 
Air Force Base outside Wash- 
ington at 1919 GMT, 

Top Chinese officials were 
greeted at Elmeodorf by Leon- 
ard Woodcock, ambassador- 
designate to China, and taken 
to an undisclosed location on 
foe base in military cars. Other 
Chinese officials went by bus. 

Teng was to have been wel- 
comed by Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, a 19-gun salute 
and diplomatic pageanty nor- 


mally reserved for a head of 
state as he lands after foe 
11,500-mile flight from Peking. 

Tbe first of China's Com- 
munist leaders to visa* thus 
country, Teng is at foe center 
of a nine-day whirl of meetings 
and ceremonies trumpeting a 
new era in the relationship 
between China and foe United 
States. The new era began Jan. 
1 with full diplomatic recog- 
nition between the two nations. 

■ The splash will far exceed 

what is customarily arranged 
-for visiting royalty and minis- 
ters and is reminiscent of the 
celebrated 1959 visit of Nikita 
Khrushchev, foe late Soviet 
leader. 

Teng and Carter have sche-j 
doled six hours of meetingt 
starting with a two hour ses- 
sion on Monday morning after 
a formal greeting on foe South 
Loan. That formal welcome, 
wifo its speeches and cere- 
mony, will be Carter's first 
face-to-face encounter with 
China's 74-year-old ^xe pre- 
mier. 

During his stay in this coun- 
try, Teng will visit a Fo.d 
plant near Atlanta, sample bar- 
becue at a Texas rodeo and 


inspect foe Boeing plant in Seat- 
tle wStich will build three new 
Jam bo jets tor China at a cost 
of SI 56 million. 

A changing guard of Con- 
gress members and White 
House officials will accompany 
Teng around the United States. 

Telecasts will be beamed 
back to China by satellite. 

Staunch anti -Communists 
and radical leftists have threa- 
tened to protest Tenge visit at 
every stop. They have been 
given permits for rallies and 
marches Monday near foe 
White House, where Teng and 
Carter will meet for foe firs 1

Aide lashes Western criticism

JEDDAH, Jan. 28 — A sen- 
ior Saudi official Sunday at- 
tacked the frequently critical 
response in the United States 
and European countries to 
the OPEC oil-price increase 
for this year and allegations 
that OPEC — and Arab — in- 

vestment in these countries re- 
presented a threat k) their na- 
tional sovereignties- 

In an article in the Riyadh 
daily "Al-Jazirah", Dr. Fa- 
rouk Akhdar, secretary gene- 
ral of the Royal Commission 
for Jubail and Yanbu said 
that the overall 10 per oefll 
price increase, agreed ai 
OPECs meeting in Abu Dhabi 
in December was only a small 
compensation for the erosion 
of producers' real income 
through inflation and the dec- 
line in the value of (be dol- 
lar. 

An increase of at least SO 
per cent would have been ne- 
cessary for full compensation. 
Dr. Akhdar wrote, considering 
that che real trade-weighted 
value of the dollar had drop- 
ped 30 per cent from it's 1974 
value. 

Akhdar also said that but for 
Saudi Arabia, the increase ui 
Abu Dhabi might have been 
considerably higher. “Saudi 
Arabia convinced other OPEC 
members that any larger in- 
crease might have hampered 
world economic recovery”. 
This stand was made clear to 
U.S- Treasury Secretary Mi- 
chael Blumenihal and a num- 
ber of congressmen who visi- 
ted (he Kingdom before the 
Abu Dhabi meeting, he said. 

But he referred to Saudi 


Arabia s rejection of a 10 per 
cent increase at the Doha 
meeting in 1977 and the sub- 
sequent two-tier pricing sys- 
tem for six months of thai 
year which “almost, weakened 
the organization" — un indica- 
tion that Saudi Arabia was 
nut willing to li&k a split 
again 

Akhdar also noted the fre- 
quent attacks on OPEC us a 
major factor in western eco- 
nomic dJ s. “We might remind 
western commentators that 
Milton Friedman himself — no 
particular friend of the Arabs 
-suggested that ihe (.quadru- 
ple) price increases of ty/i- 
1974 were directly responsible 
for only three per cent of tlie 
increase in retail prices in the 
United Stales.” 

Turning to allegations that 
OPEC was “buying up” the 
United States and Western 
Europe, Akhdar made the 
fc flowing points:

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DOUBLESPEAK? 


Juanita Kreps, the U-S. Secretary of Commerce* has as- 
sured the Saudi government that her country will not throw up 
trade barriers blocking Jubail and Yanbu exports from a dice 
of the American market. That is good news. 


It is also news wito more titan a trace of the American 
knack for doublespeak. Shortly before Mrs. Kreps’ arrival, 
the Carter administration decreed a tariff on imported chemi- 
cals that apparently means a hefty surcharge on the bulk of 
goods Jubai! and Yanbu are likely to produce. 


According to European trade negotiators, who are now 
bickering with the United States at tie Geneva talks covering 
the Genera! Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
Washington's action raises U.S. tariffs on chemkaSs from the 
current rate of 12.5 per cent to 20 per cent or more over the 
next few years. The rate is expected to slide down again to 
13.5 per cent by 1987. 


By the mid-1980s, Saudi Arabia hopes to have five petro- 
chemical complexes in production. Methanol plants, fertilizer 
factories and stores of sulfuric add will also be seeking mar- 
kets. Many of these goods are destined for Asian or European 
countries, but the United Slates is also counted in current 
marketing strategies. A 20 per cent surcharge won't make these 
chemical products any easier to seU. If this sort of tariff isn't 
a trads barrier, what is? 


The U.S. chemical industry is not America's healthiest. 
"Chemical Week" magazine recently forecast a breakeven year 
for the industry, and even that may prove optimistic. The 
industry traces its difficulties to gpvemmen^mamchted environ- 
mental regulations, inflationary materials* contracts and the 
high ccrt of energy. None of these ailments shows any sign 
of abating. 


The top U.S. trade negotiator in Geneva, Robert Strauss, 
gave a glowing account of the GATT negotiations last week. 
Among Strauss’ observations was one that seem particularly 
appropriate here: 


“Produces* and consumers the world over should no 
longer be forced to pay more due to the protection of ineffi- 
dent industries through government policies that unduly obs- 
truct fair competition. We have forcefully pressed our trad-' 
ing partners to provide fair access to their markets just as we' 
have been willing to provide foreign producers wito equitable 
access to our own markets.”

PARIS— 

If any Western country is 
well placed to profit politically 
and economically from the pos- 
sible installation in Tehran of 
a government appointed by 
'CTlgl leader Ayatullah Kho- 
meini. it is France. 

By allowing the Ayatullah 
to install himself in the Paris 
region on Oct. 6 and from bis 
exile on French soil to lead 
his followers to the verge of 
victory, the French government • 
has managed to keep on good 
tenns with aU sides In the Ira- 
nian drama. 

The Shah never objected to 
the Ayatullah’s presence in 
France. The French insist that, 
on toe contrary, the ruler told 
French President Valery Gis- 
card d’Estaing that be - would 
rather have him issuing his 
thunderbolts from France than 
from some other country. 

The French indicate that they 
kept checking bade with the 
Shah until late in December to 
make sure he still bad no ob- 
jections to the Ayatullah’s pre- 
sence in France. 

There are those in the Fren- 
ch government who have not 
resisted the temptation to crow, 
that Paris cleverly arranged 
.the Ayatullah’s presence here. 
But officials in the know ad- 
mit that they merely hied to 
squeeze the maximum advan- 
tage from an opportunity that 
fell into their laps. 

Khomeini, who had lived in 
exile for nearly 15 year* in 
Iraq, was invited to leave that 
country. He had a valid visa 
for Kuwait, but the Kuwaiti 

government would not let him 
come. Paris was his next stop. 

Khomeini stayed in France, 
in two working-class summer 


cottages that seemed particu- 
larly unauited for a long stay 
by an old man in the cold 
winter of a northern climate. 

He and his family came 
without visas. Iranians only 
need their passports to enter 
France and reman for as long, 
as three months. The French 
border policemen who check 
the passports of Incmrang air- 
line passengers are reliably 
said not to have paid any par- 
ticular atten ti on to his arrival, 
- Apparen tly not realizing the 
Importance of the old gentle- 
man in the black turban and' 
flowing robes, they jus* waved 
him through like any of the 
scores of Middle Easterners in 
native garb who fly into Char- 
les de Gaulle Airport daily. 

Once the French realized 
the importance of their guest, 
however, it is dear that they 
started thinking about bow to- 
combine maximum political ad- 
vantage with minimum embar- 
rassment. 

Already in October, high 
officials' close to Giscard say 
they had conducted that the 
Shah was politically doomed. 

While the French Export 
Guarantee Insurance may have

WASHINGTON — 

Nelson A. Rockefeller once 
said he had thought about be- 
ing president of the United 
States ewer since he was a 
chad. 

“After aH, when you think 
of what I had, what rise Was 
there to aspire to?" he said. 

But that life-long aspiration 
of the multimillionaire was 
never fulfilled, and the for- 
mer vice president and four- 
term Republican governor erf 
New York spent the last mou- 
ths of his life setting repro- 
ductions from his art collec- 
tion and . telling audiences, 
“Tm out of politics, and into 
art." 

Rockefeller, who died Fri- 
day night in New York City 
at the age of 70, . ended- _ bis 
career as- a national political 
__ Jan. 20, 1 977 j when 
left the office of vice pre- 
sident. 

He was confirmed as Pre- 
sident Gerald Ford’s vice pre- 
sident Dec. 19, 1974, succee- 
ding Ford, who became pre- 
sident /when Richard Nixon 1 
resigned the presidency. 

It wua in 1958, though, that 
Rockefeller announced that 
only in elective office could 
he “accomplish anything.” 

He had entered New York 
politics in 1956 as chairman 
of a commission that was 
considering revisions in the 
stale constitution, and his first 
htg break came in 1958 when 
state Republican leaders deci- 


ded to give, him a chance to 
defeat Democratic Governor 
. Avcxeff Harrknan. 

‘The wealth inherited from 
his mhtiflKonaue grandfather, 
John D. Rockefeller, allowed 
Mm to finance lavish cam- 
paigns largely oat of his own 
pocket 

Observers also noted that 
his unique combination of 
charm and foncefulness con* 
tributed to Ms political suc- 
cess. 

He was an upset winner 
over Harrimah and was re- 
elected in 1962, 1966 and 1970. 

He dominated New York's 
state lerittatere and politics 
during his 15 years in office, 
and used any spare time he 
could find to pursue that am- 
bition he had apparently held 
siooe childhood — the presi- 
dency, 

A 1962 divorce from his 
first wife, Mary Tod Hunter 
Clark, and fate marriage . in 
1963 to Mazgaretta Filler 
“Happy" Murphy, was a short- 
lived complication in' his po- 
litical career. 

- He first began testing the 
•presidential waters shortly af- 
ter .his inauguration in 1959, 
but decided against a run after 
be concluded that Then-Vice 
President Nixon bad the. Re- 
publican nomination locked 
up. 

Rockefeller said that in 

1960, Nixon offered him tbs 
vibe presidential nomination 
and he bad turned it down. 

_ The New York governor 


said he told Nixon the job 
was *htandby equipment .. 
except In a time of crisis." 

The strongest bid Rockefel- 
ler made for the presidency 
came in 1964. But the mode- 
rate lost to conservative Sen. 
Barry Gohtaater of Arizona 
in a bitter San Francisco con- 
vention fight that climaxed 
with Goklwater backers shoo- 
ting down Rockefeller as he 
tried to spook in favor of a 
party platform plank condem- 
ning political extremism. 

Rockefeller first backed Mi- 
chigan Governor George Ro- 
mney for the Republican pre- 
sidential nomination in' 1968, 
but be later entered the race 
after Romney’s candidacy stal- 
led. 

ft was also in 1968 that 
Rockefeller first showed signs 
of. doubt, about the Vietnam 
-war, proposing a gradual 
.withdrawal plan that his chief 
foreign policy adviser, Henry 
A. Kissinger, made into Ni- 
xonY Victnamizarion policy. 

Rockefeller ended up cam- 
paigning for Nixon In 1968. 

In December 1973, Rocke- 
feller resigned as governor of 
New York to head tbe Com- 
mission on Critical Choices 
for Americans, a move which 
gave him a' platform for na- 
tionwide travel and speaking. 

Bat Nixon's resignation 
cramped any plans he. might 
have- had to lead the Repub- 
lican ticket in 1976. Ford be- 
came the most certain nomi- 
nee when Nixon resigned. —

ABILENE, Kansas — One of six sons of a poor farm 
family, acting on a whim, dashed off a letter on Aug, 29, 1910,' 
to a Kansas senator. 

The young man wrote the letter thinking it might be a 
way to gel a free education. He was the smartest student in 
his high school graduating class. He just might have an 
outside chance, he thought. 

That letter is on display in the S7.5 million Eisenhower 
Center — toe Lhird presidential library established by the U.S. 
National Archives and Records Service. The letter reads: 

M Sen. Joseph L. Bristow, Satina. Kans. 

“Dear Sir: I would very much like to enter the school 
at Annapolis, or the one at West Point, in order to do this, 
I must have an appointment to one of those places and so f 
am writing to you hi order to secure tile same. 

“I have graduated from high school and will be 19 this 
fall. If you fkod it possible to appoint me to one of these 
schools, your kindness will certainly *be appreciated by me. 

‘Trusting to bear from you, concerning this ratter, at 
your earliest convenience, I am. Respectfully yours, Dwight 


Elsenhower, Abilene. Kans.” 

The rest is history. 

Sen. Bristow held competitive examinations for applicants 
and young “Ike" Eisenhower scored first for Annapolis and 
second for West Point. A couple of years had passed since he 
wrote the letter. 

He was nearly 21, too old to enter Annapolis. But the 
applicant who placed first in the West Point exams failed 
the physical, and Dwight Eisenhower got the appointment, 
much to the disappointment of his pacifist mother. 

But Ida Stover Eisenhower wasn't about to stop her son. 
She left the decision up to him and his conscience. He went 
to die academy. 

The 13.4-acre Eisenhowecer Center includes tile farmhouse 
where David and Tda Eisenhower raised their six boys, a 
house the elder Eisenhowers lived in until tfieir deaths in the 
1940s. 

In 1954, the Dwight £>. Eisenhower Museum was erected 
by the Eisenhower Foundation across from the farmhouse. 

In May, 1962, the Dwight D. Eisenhower library, a rectan-

TEHRAN, Jan. 28 (Agen- 
cies)— Iran has announced a 
severe cutback in purchases 
of foreign nuclear technology 
and said it would rely on 
own oil and gas reserves to 
meet its future energy needs- 
In a radio and television 
interview Saturday night.

U. S. won r f seekMexico oil 
at present. Carter says 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 
(Agencies) — President Carter 
says that the Uni ted States wiU 
not turn to Mexico for help in 
meeting its immediate energy 
needs, but might seek Mexican 
ofl and gas supplies m the 
future. 

In an interview with visiting 
editors Saturday, Carter said 
that America's sbortHtenn needs 
aouftd be met by domestic sup- 
plies of natural gas. 

Oil and jas deposits recently 
■found in Mexico required long- 
range exploration and develop- 
ment, he said. 

Caiter said the United States 
was interested in negotiating 
tor future oil and gas supplies 
from Mexico, and he would 
discuss toe subject with Pxees- 
dent Lopez Portillo when he 
visits Mexico Feb. 14. 

A Library of Congress study 
published Saturday concludes 
that Mexico watt probably be 
forced to reduce its oil produc- 
tion unless it can sell the na- 
tural gas wito which its vast 
reserves are mixed. 

Since the decision by toe 
United Stales not to buy Mexi- 
can gas at world market prices. 
Mexico has stated it no longer 
intends to export its natural 
gas but will instead create a 
distribution network to con- 
sume the gas domestically. 


The library’s Ctongressronal 
Research Service said that since 
Mexican conservation policies 
preclude bunting off excess gas, 
at is likely that (til production 
goals wall be -reduced. 

“The gas is unavoidably pro- 
duced in association wito the 
■production of oil,” toe report 
said. “If Mexico does not ex- 
port gas. cannot use aM of it 
domestically and refuses to 
waste it, then projected oil pro- 
duction wffl have to be redu- 
ced.” 

The study concludes that 
Mexico's vast new oil reserves 
should be highly desirable to 
the United States because they 
are dose to American refineries 
and are far more secure toan 
present sources of American 
oil. 

'llhe report said Mexico’s 
proven petroleum reserves total 
57 b&Usoa barrels and Mexican 
officials believe their nation's 
overall petroleum potential is 
about 120 billion to 200 bd- 
lion barrels. 

It said Mexico seems intent- 
on achieving greater indepen- 
dence from the United States 
through diversifying its oH ex- 
ports. 

Mexico is now seeking new 
markets in Bulgaria, Greece, 
Turkey, Yugoslavia and Roma- 
nia and has signed export con- 
tracts wito Japan and France.
